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other parts are made of “Silver Metal/’ a 
new production which combines great strength 
with extreme lightness; it will not rust or 
tarnish. The nut sockets can be inserted di¬ 
rectly into ti.e ratchet, or by using one or 
more extension bars a long or short shank 
ratchet w'rench is obtained, which will en¬ 
able the user to operate in almost any con¬ 
ceivable position. The reverse motion is eas¬ 
ily obtained by removing the ratchet from the 
socket or bar, turning it over and replacing 
it. A ratchet drill attachment is provided for 
use in combination with the ratchet. Its 
weight is one-fourth that of the regular 
ratchet drill of equal capacity. An important 
feature of this drill is the adjustment of the 
friction on feed screw by means of a clamp¬ 
ing screw. The device enables the operator 
to clamp the feed screw' tight enough to pre¬ 
vent premature turning, thereby reducing the 
breakage of drills to a minimum. By remov¬ 
ing the feeding device the combination of 
the drill socket and ratchet produces a tap 
wrench wdiich can be used for tapping out

Ratchet Tap Wrench 

Patterson,.* Gottfried & Hunter, Ltd., 150 
Centre street, New York, are offering the 
trade the Ratchet Tap Wrench, illustrated. 
This is a tool which will meet many of the 
demands previously made by automobile and 
bicycle repairers. Frequently repairs often

require tapping and reaming close to walls or 
beside prqjections. The Wrench is made of 
fine steel; it is of simple construction, and 
has no delicate parts to get out of order. 
The handle is securely fastened in the socket 
as shown in the illustration, and the end of 
the chuck fits into this and is held in place 
by a small set screw. The end of the chock 
portion has two grooves cut at right angles, 
thus forming four teeth. These teeth engage 
with that portion of the handle which passes 
through the head, thus giving a simple ratchet 
movement. The tool is 3$$ inches long and 
the tee-handle is 2)4 inches long, thus giving a 
good grip. The Wrench can be used like 
any ordinary tee-handle tap wrench in start¬ 
ing the tap, but when started the tap can be 
ratcheted in or out by raising the handle 
slightly. 
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
